'T here are several reasons that m a y he, anti are, quite 
logically too, assigned for the splendid successes of ihc 
allied armies, One, of course, which stands out p ro m in en t­ 
ly is the unitied com m and. 
Since General Foe Ii lins been 
placed in suprem e co m m a n d of all the allied forces on ail 
fronts the im proved conditions have been marked, 
liven 
before the g re a t allied offensive, w hich is si ill sweeping 
fo rw ard victoriously, w as launched the im provem ent was 
m ark e d ly evident. 
A nother, of course, a n d perhaps equally im p o rtan t 
reason assig n ed is that A m e ric a ’s trem en d o u s pow er is 
m a k in g itself felt. 
\ \ ith A m erican troops on the fighting 
line, ta k in g p art in the actual b attlin g in the crucial sectors, 
w ith A m eric an troops ta k in g over and holding the so­ 
called "quiet” sectors, rele asin g French a n d British veter­ 
an troops for o th e r fronts, and above all, with America 
ta k in g over the food supply problem a n d solving ii and 
A m erican reserves now a p p ro a c h in g a million and a half 
in numbers, ready to supply a n y needed reinforcements, 
the allies have been able to take chances in offensive light­ 
in g that before A m erica's e n try into the w a r were deem ed 
exceedingly hazardous, if not impossible of success. 
The G erm an forces early recognizing the superiority 
of the allied forces undertook to w ith d raw to stronger d e­ 
fensive positions. T h e d eterm ination of the allies in their 
offensives h u rried the “o r d e r d ly ” retreat into a precipitate 
rout. 
So swift a n d so relentless was the pursuit that tie 
G erm ans have not been given an opportunity to reform 
th e ir shattered lines for defensive warfare. 
A n o th e r im portant co n trib u tin g factor is the total 
dem oralization of the G erm an plans. 
T h e rapidity with 
which attacks have been launched in w idely separated sec­ 
to rs has prev en ted the deliberate m a ss in g of troops so 
essential to G erm an fighting, either offensive or defensive. 
In ad d itio n th e G erm an confidence has been "ru th le ss­ 
ly ” destroyed a n d their nerves put on edge bv the 
violence of the attacks. 
In every sector of the vast war zone the H un 
have 
been kept b u sy w ith d ra w in g from the p a th w a y of the a d ­ 
vancing allies, saving as pinch from disaster as possible. 
T h e tu rn in th e tides of war has been too great not 
to have a m a rk e d effect for g o o d on the allied arm ies and 
f reverse effect on the armies of the enem y. 
Since the first offensive on ( bateau T h ierry , local
